Ottawa, November 25.— (C.U.P.)— 

The new trade treaty between Can- 
ada and the United States is shaping 
up as a certain Issu^ (or the next 
federal election^ probably within a 
year. 

With defence and national unity 
also problems of wide public inter- 
est and importance on Which the 
electorate might be asked to give 
an opinion,' a rousing campaign is 
already being predicted here. But 
first a hectic' session of Parliament 
is expected with the Government on 
the defensive for the first time since 
thé present Parliament opened three 
years ago.' • 

While the -trade pact has been 
generally received with favor by 
Canadian interests, it has such wide 
ramlfication5 .that any final opinion 
on its merits js out of the question 
until it has been in operation for 
many pionths. . It appears, however, 
that the Maritime Provinces will 
stand to' gain more than any ' other 
part of the Dominion, because ot 
the large concessions in the United 
States market foir fish and potatoes.

Cattle raisers and dairy producers 
in many parts of Canada will find 
easier' access to United States buy- 
ers, but the vital question to West- 
ern Canada is the loss of the six- 
cent-a-bushél wheat preference in 
thé United Kingdom. National Re- 
venue officials appear a little puz- 
zled as to just what their losses will 
be, too, in connection with the abo- 
lition of the 3 per cent, excise tax on 
imports from thé United States list- 
ed in the agreement. 

On these . questions the Govern- 
ment will have to endure consider- 
able criticism. Sectionalism will 
flare more» blatantly than ever be- 
fore in the Commons as the mem- 
bers,, from the various economic 
aréBs:striva'i()^in9i(é^eir- point. The 
whole, issue of Empire preference 
hat been put in some jeopardy by 
thé concessions made to reach a 
satisfactory conclusion in the Anglo- 
American pact and some staunch 
Imperialists in the House should 
make a strong case out of this.

Qonservative Leader Manioh has 
refrained from commenting on the 
details of the treaty but after 
lengthy study he will oppose aspects 
of the pact in the treaty debate, 
probably on the general principle 
of the Conservative party that low- 
ering tariff barriers endangers home 
industry.

Hon. R. B. Bennett 
defend the Empire agreements he 
made in 1932. lilr. Bennett has in-

TÛPICOFTALK 

Go-Eds Discuss Theatre and 
MiDstrels 



Plan Meeting With McGiil 
Historical 
Club. 



"The medieval religious play grew 
within the confines of the church 
walls," stated' Betty Whitehead, the 
iirst speaker last night before the 
R.V.C. Historical Club. She refer- 
red to the origin of the theatre in 
Greece and in ancient Rome, and 
gave exerpts of a biblical play put 
on by the Greeks in the tenth cen- 
tury. Manuscripts of the medieval 
plays give evidence that the setting 
being simple, the plays depended 
uonn the words and action. 

Considerable attention was paid 
to the development of the suge it- 
self, passing from a raised platform 
outside the church to stages on 
wheels in pageant form. Betty 
Whitehead discussed the history of 
plays, dividing into classes of the 
miracle, mysteries, secular, morality, 
and even romantic dramas. "France 
was certainly foremost among medi- 
eval drama," said Betty Whitehead 
in the discussion which followed. 

Margaret Graham spoke next on 
"Medieval Minstrelsy and the Life 
of the Minstrel." In mentioning that 
the Greek drama had merged into 
the Roman she said, "Some of the 
Roman dances would make our 
Broadway chorus girls look rather 
meek." The Roman actors were all 
slaves and freedmen. These actors 
gradually spread to Germany, 
France and England. She talked 
about the minstrels in England, 
their unpopularity among the 
church, and the development of act- 
ing into a profession. "The balmy 
days of the minstrelsy were the 
eleventh to fourteenth centuries," 
after which the minstrels, bufoons, 
wondering scholars and poets be- 
came actors. A discussion also fol- 
lowed Margaret Graham's talk.

SCIENCE WOMEN MEET 

Chemistry of Stars Was 
Topic of Discussion 

At the monthly meeting of .the 
Science Women's Club held yester- 
day.

She ex- 
plained the use of the spectroscope 
in determining the composition of 
the stars, and stated that. Of the 
92 elements known, only 10 have 
not been found in the stars.

Melvin Salmonovitz 
and Don Campbell 
Are Speakers 

Defining "hot" or "fugitive" 
money as an "abnormally large 
amount of liquid money abnormal- 
ly nervous," Melvin Salmonovitz 
last night opened the discussion of 
"hot" money before the political 
Economy .Club- im-tlie rUnion Grill 
Room. 

Donald L. Campbell, thfe other 
speaker on the subject, gave the 
effects and possible remedies of 
"hot" money. One of the first and 
most important effects, he said, was 
an increase in bank reserves which 
could lead to an expaAsion of credit 
This effect, he' continued, leads to 
a fear of inflation on the affected 
country. 

Melvin Salmonovitz continued his 
history and causes of "hot" money 
by saying that this is a compara 
lively new problem and one that 
has been accentuated since the 1929 
economic depression. Tracing three 
main events in the -history of fugi- 
tive money, he said that the de- 
pression, the s'toppage by America 
of foreign loans in 1931, and the 
going off the gold standard by Great 
Britain in 1931 could be called the 
starting points of "hot" money.

Gladys Cooper Thinks Modem 
Plays Nee d Ultranat ural Acting 

Compares Screen and Stage Versions of Same 
Plays—Admits Playing Prdcttctd Jokés on 
Sir GeraU ittAMaurier '.

Gladys Cooper, in ah interview 
with the Daily, evinced great inter 
est in McGill's Players Club, espe 
cially when she learned that they 
had produced one of the comedies 
in which she has starred, "The 
Shining Hour." 

"Unless you start in that way, 
from the bottom up, even sweeping 
thé stage, then an aspiring young 
actor should certainly attend a 
drama school,", was Miss Cooper's 
advice. 'But a comedy! A comedy 
seems to me more difficult on the 
whole than a straight serious play, 
and even more so the modern ones. 
Because they deal with ordinary 
mèh and women, the actor has to 
give the impression of being abso- 
lutely natural, which is itself an art. 
In fact, he has to be ultra-natural. 
That's where timing comes in. 

"People used to criticize ' Sh: 
Gerald du Maurier, with whom I 
often worked, because, when oh the 
stage, he concerned himself so much 
with trivialities, like lighting cig- 
arettes. But that detail, so artisti- 
cally executed, and at the right mo^ 
ment, seemed to belong, naturally. 
Compared to this, such timmg as 



[ariê"Tempest's seems obvious 
though' "very effective in its way." 

Talking about Gerald du Maurier 
reminded Miss Cooper of. the praC' 
tical jokes tie used tb play on the 
cast, singling' her but for some of 
the most daring. She smiled rem 
iniscently and remarked; "I put one 
or two over on him myself, lielieve 
me." Her relations with the du 
Maurier family were so friendly 
that Sir Gèrald's daughter. Daphne, 
in the biography of her father, paid 
an enthusiastic tribute to the beauty 
and energetic good sense of the 
actress. 

Most of her plays have been made 
hi to movies, as "Cynara," "The Last 
of Mrî, iCheyney" and "CaU It a 
Day." She pointed out that, in the 
movie the emphasis in thé plot is 
usually changed, and is directed to 
minor points. For, instance, in "Call 
It a Day," the thrill of the first 
sprhig day, and its disintegrating in, 
fiuence m everyday life, was not 
the essence of the film. Miss Cooper 
has never appeared in American 
movies, but expects that she may 
some day make a picture with her 
husband, Philip M;erivale. who has 
so far been in only one film, "Give 
Us-ThisNigJit."

Hands Off the 
University ! 

PRESIDENT Charles Seymour of Yale 

level;; off at the cavillers in his annual 
report and, judging from the quality of hit- 
eye and the character of his shot, must 
have brouglit down at least a braiT. of fat 
governors with the volley. Dealing with re- 
cent widespread criticism of the Yale Law 
School, criticism which may be said to have 
its fountain-head in the appointment as 
Federal trustbustcr of Profc.s.sor Thiirman 
Arnold, Dr. Seymour has this to say of 
the charges of radicalism and rnrrupting of 
youth brought against the faculty. 

"If the criticism implies that the teach- 
ing cotirses are mado vcliirlcs of social and 
political propaganda, or that the legal is- 
sues covered by the various courses in the 
curriculum are unfairly presented, there is 
no foundation for it. If the criticism is de- 
signed constructively and points toward the 
elimination of those member.? of the faculty 
whose views as private individuals arc not 
as conservative as those of the critics, then 
it points ultimately to the death of the 
school by dry rot." 

Dr. Seymour courageously states the 
obligation and function of the university in 
the scheme of things. "We are pledged," he 
points out, "to the preservation and enrich- 
ment of learning and training of men. The 
university must be the custodian of scholar- 
ship jealously guarding the (ruths which 
have been ascertained and ceaselessly seek- 
ing out unseen truths by study and experi- 
ment. The imiversity is further pledged to 
the cultivation of the mental, the esthetic 
and the spiritual capacities of its students, 
mindful always that they will be the active 
citizens of our democracy during the next 
generation, and that they should be worthy 
and capable of guiding the mind and spirit 
of the nation. 

"This double function of scholarship 
and training is indivisible; there can be no 
• separation of teaching and research; and 
both must be instinct with the passionate 
love of truth which is the only sure guaran- 
tee of intellectual freedom. All the opera- 
tions of the university, whether of adminis- 
tration, of study or of teachitig should be 
designed to serve this ultimate purpose. " 

It is no coincidence that the flame in 
men's minds, jealously guarded and nurtur- 
ed in an atmosphere which Dr. Seymour has 
described, should tend to develop along so- 
callèd "radical" lines. Men who seek truth 
have been known to find it. And when they 
have charted for others the course of their 
discovery, they have been known to cam 
the opprobrium "radical." But how can 
;those who seek the truth, and find it, be 
else? Truth of its nature is bound to upset 
.Ihe false, the approximate, the half-truth 
Tvhich has been accepted as a temporary 
substitute before it. It is bound to over- 
turn the established order. 

It seems that as a field of inquiry grows 
.blder, it learns better to accept changes 
.wrought by truth. It grows graceful, like 
J)rass, in the hammering. So the physical 
"sciences have learned to accept modifica- 
tion in the light of truth. It is the youthful 
isciehces — ^phychology, economics, adminis- 
trative law — which struggle now for the 
right to live and grow as science must, with 
rational, unhysterical appraisal of their 
findings, with the free acceptance of the 
truth that may arise from their pursuit. 

The least a world conscious of imper- 
fection can do is to keep its hands off the

The 
principle underlying any production is "how 
much can I get for it?" Division of labor has 
been carried to the fullest extent of its mechani- 
cal aspects. Man is only another part of a vast 
machine— a robot with a sex impulse! Together 
with the rationalization of work comes the divi- 
sion of material and spiritual activity. The 
material builders of the world are denied human 
aspirations. In the factories, on the farms and 
elsewhere, people strive for financial .security 
and some happiness. The commercial world is 
bound by an ideal that makes them ever in- 
secure—that tumbles them into an inhuman 
chaos. Can a culture be built on such a frame- 
worlt? Can creative give artistic expression 
to such a society? No,— Ihcy must dig into the 
hearts and souls of the denied people who are 
seeking liberty and security. 

THE GREEKS. / 
Sophocles spoke Ihe idea of ihe Greeks, 
when in Antigone he wrote 

Of evils current upon earth. 

The worst is money. Money 'tis that sacks 
Cities, and drives men out from hearth and 
home; 

Warps and seduces native innocence, 

And breeds a habit of dishonesty. 
He was even more forceful in Prometheus 
Bound where Prometheus, who had given ma- 
teria! aid to a!l the people, was sentenccd.by the 
authorities. Sophocles spoke loudly in the name 
of liberty. The Greek world was not one based 
on the worship of the accumulation of capital. 
They produced things for use and any division 
of work was done on the basis of the perfec- 
tion of the object. True, they had a slave so- 
ciety, but the slave labor was not a means of 
creating a surplus of gold. In short, their life 
was not a pursuit of gold for the sake of gold. 
They sought Life— life in harmony with nature. 
From these people comes the most glorious out- 
burst of culture that the world has ever seen. 
These ancients gave the world artistry not yet 
surpassed— surpassed?— not yet attained! 
THE KKNAISSANCE ANU ON. 
The glory of the Ronai.ssance was founded 
on Greek ideals. The commercial spirit that 
has built the modern world was only being 
started. It was the glory of awakening— of see- 
ing nature real and strong— of fooling the res- 
training bonds of feudalism slip away — it was 
the joy of conquering that made the culture of 
the Renaissance great. It was not the spirit 
that dominates modern society. Did not Shakes- 
peare say in Timon of Athens; 

Gold! Yellow, glittering, precious gold! 

Thus much of this will make black white, 
foul fair; 

Wrong, right; base, noble; old, young; coward, 
valiant 

What this, you gods? Why this 

Will lug your priests and servants from your 

sides 

Pluck stout men's pillows from below their 

heads. 
This yellow slime 

Will knit and break religious, bléss the ac- 
curs'd 

Make the poor leprosy adored, place thieves, 
And give them title, knee and approbation, 
With senators on the bench; this is it 
That makes the wappan'd widow wed again 
.... Come damned earth, 
Thou common whore of mankind." 
All the other great artists have revolted 
against the standards of a society built on 
wealth for the few and hard labor for the 
many. They set out to express the motion of 
men and women striving to change these stand- 
dards and achieve a greater freedom. In a world 
dominated by the subjugation of the many for 
the few, great artists could see men trying to 
express more than the motions of a machine,— a 
life of common brotherhood. That is why ar- 
tists of all times have stood on the side of pro- 
gressive humanity— that is why Ihe greatest ar- 
tists today stand in the vanguard of democracy 
Beethoven, looking all his life for a form in 
which to cast Shiller's Ode to Joy, finally choose 
a simple folk song, a song of the people them- 
sclves,— a theme almost banal in terms of sym- 
phonic art, but groat in terms of the purpose 
for which Beethoven meant it. A purpose trans- 
cending the bonds of music to spread a mes- 
sage of brotherhood, of joy, of struggle, of the 
unity of mankind, and to spread it so that all 
could understand and sing. 

TODAY. 

If our modern society has degraded our cul- 
ture, it has however built up our world. Beau- 
tifully but painfully, the vagaries of nature have 
been combated, and scientific knowledge and 
practice spread over the earth. Our society, 
which hurt art, has made the possibility for a 
greater and better world. It the beauty of 
Greek art came fundamentally from the unity 
of the freemen with nature, then surely a beau- 
tiful culture can arise today when all men, not 
only a few, can find harmony with nature, when 
material and spiritual activity can become one 
again. The dying bonds of a commercial so- 
ciety still throttle culture, but any artist who 
is sensitive enough can see tlic motion of mil- 
lions of people forward to a brotherhood of 
joy, of struggle, of unity of mankind.

Not lor the artist today to escape from the 

world, not for the artist to seek a nebulous 
spirit guiding mankind onward, not for an ar- 
tist to indulge in petty fancies and sex-narcotic 
epigrams; but for the artist to .feel the surging 
motion to spiritual unity of all peoples in their 
material activity, for the artist to become con- 
scious of the material flow of the people of this 
earth, for the artist to reach the fountainhead 
of all people moving towards a better life, to- 
wards peace and happiness and security. For 
the artist to recapture the earthly spirit ot an- 
cient Greece, for the artist to surpass the art!

A LAYMAN'S VIEV/POINT 



A few weeks ago, we heard an intermission 
commentary by Mr. Deems Taylor on the Sun- 
day afternoon program of the New York Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony Orchestra which interested 
us very much. At that time, Mr. Taylor spoke 
on one of his favorite topics, modem American 
music. 

Up until the time we heard this talk, we 
were rather inclined to belittle modern music 
as most people are prone to do. However, by 
means of a simple comparison, Mr. Taylor open- 
ed new fields of thought for us and his example 
is so simple that it is no wonder it hasn't been 
advanced before. In all fairness, though we 
must say that it may have been advanced pre- 
viously and that we have not heard of it. 

The comparison is between the theatre and 
classical music. Mr. Taylor gave as his example 
a discussion he had with several friends of his 
about the current Broadway play i'Abraham 
Lincoln in Illinois." This play is the current 
hit of the season in New Vork and is playing to 
capacity audience every night. There doesn't 
seem to be much doubt about its worth. How- 
ever, during this discussion there was abso- 
slutely no comparison between this play and 
another. This is the whole idea of the enjoy- 
ment and discussion of the play that Mr. Tay- 
lor talked about. 

No one can deny that the American thea- 
tre produces today as fine plays as have ever 
been produced. . Yet, the reason lor this is that 
they are never, or very rarely compared with 
an older playwright such as Shakespeare. They 
are enjoyed for their own sake and not in a 
comparative or competitive sense. This enjoy- 
ment of a play for its own sake is what has 
brought the theatre up to its present high level. 

Yet. when a.new piece of music is written, 
all the critics, pseudo or real, hasten to com 
pare it with the greatest symphonies that have 
ever been composed. It is no wonder that so 
little modern music is heard. We don't mean 
to imply that modem music is better. It prob- 
ably isn't as good, but it can be enjoyed for its 
own sake just as any play. 

_ All the time thouah these critics are be- 
moaning the fact that no good music is coming 
from the pens of American composers. Person- 
ally, we don't see how any can unless it is de- 
veloped. Beethoven, Brahms and the other 
great composers had to develop their music and 
they too had to suffer from the critics compar- 
ing their works with those of an earlier time. 

So it is with our modern musicians. They 
must suffer because they always have the works 
of earlier men as an example and they are ex- 
pected to write something comparable to Beet- 
hoven's fifth or ninth the first time they try. 
This is a silly attitude to say the least and as 
has been said before, music as another form of 
expression should be enjoyed for its own sake 
and not have another composition held up as a 
criterion. 

Fortunately we can still enjoy the music 
of the old masters as much as we want, but 
that is no reason why there is no room in our 
musical world for good modern music. And 
it is certain that this end will not be attained 
until people ,will start enjoying this music 
merely because they enjoy it

Old themes: 

Changes again are advocated in 
our Canadian Football Rules. Do 
the proposed changes have anything 

to merit their consideration? I 
don't think they merit any con- 
sideration so long as they remain 
iust allusions in some peoples' 
minds. However, If they are con- 
sidered and changes are to be made; 
due deliberation upon future re- 
sults should be analysed carefully. 
Four downs— then what 
The idea of having four downs to 
make ten yards for a first down has 
been in the minds of some folks. 
If it could Improve the game— well 
and good, If not, forget it. With an 
extra down it would mean fewer 
kicks will be necessary— and more 
first downs the result. Kicking will 
become less important. The need 
for good kickers will diminish and 
the rouge as a point-getter will 
gradually become secondary to ma- 
jor scores. If that is what is need- 
ed to improve, wl^at is now a swell 
game, by all means change the 
rules. 

More Interference- For What? 

What made possible the first Mc- 
Gill Football Championship In ten 
years? Some say the players, which 
is true enough, but there is more 
to it than . that. The now famous 
"Four-Year-Plan" brought co-ordi 
nation, team spirit and the cham- 
pionship. Few wOl now dispute 
the merits of the "Plan," which was 
founded on one simple principle 
following the same co-ordination 
and playing system. 

If the ten yard interference were 
introduced it would mean a drastic 
change in the type of play. All the 
old systems for attack and defence 
would have to be scrapped. Ten 
yard interference changes the 
whole aspect of the game. Each 
player becomes, more so than under 
the present system, a cog in a 
machine. A cog which must func- 
tion perfectly. If this is not the case 
the game reverts to the resem- 
lance of a sand-lot tussle. "To obtain 
the extra smoothness which is re- 
quired would mean more training. 
More training imder the existing 
conditions is not possible. 

The amount of time required to 
build a fh^st rate American Col- 
lege team for a year's play would 
seem like an eternity to our boys. 
Their type of game demands it of 
them and they are able to do it by 
virtue of certain conditions which 
do not exist in Canadian colleges. 
Leave the ten yard interference for 
those teams which have more time 
to train. A good example of what 
happens when inexperienced\and in- 
sufficiently trained teams use ten 
yards interference niay be viewed 
in the local high school leaguw 
The game they now play is terrific 
compared with the type they played 
before using the new rule. It might 
have novelty but it certainly lacks 
precision and co-prdiiiation— it has 
just reverted to a sloppy game of 
what niight be. called football.

of professionals to determine the 
various taxable- amounts. 

Auditor's -Position. 

The responsibilities of the auditor; 
Mr. Hoult said, are to first ascer- 
tain the truth, and then to tell the 
truth, in spite of the fact that he 
merely states his opinion and does 
not certi^ to the truth. This, the 
speaker said, requires character, in- 
dependence, and courage. 

Mr. Hoult spoke briefly of the 
Chartered Accountants Association 
of Quebec which was chartered in 
1880, and has been functioning 
since.

a country can cause à recession in 
the stock market Don Campbell 
said. Anotber effect, he went on to 
say, was ori foreign trade. In this 
field the exporter is paid in the cur- 
rency of the country to which he is 
sending his goods, he explained. If 
the money he is paid is of less value 
than that of his' own country, he 
must pocket . the loss. To cover him- 
self,' it was explained, the exporter 
raises the price of his commodity, 
and hence the total trade falls off. 
The difference in values of the 
moneys is often caused by "fugi- 
tive" money, he said.. 

As a result of ,post-war inflation 
people became fearful for the safety 
of their money, Salmonovitz said. 
Because of this, they sought a haven 
for their gold, he continued. The 
flight of money from countries with 
a' less secure currency to one with 
a more secure currency, he went on, 
has become a more serious problem 
in the past few years, what with 
war scares. 

Discussion after the speakers had 
finished was led by Dr. J. P, Day, 
member of. the Department of Eco- 
nomics and honorary president of 
the Political Economy Club. Neville 
Wykes, president of the club, acted 
as chairman for the evening.
